sorts of success.

The above clipping Is taken from the
Oregon Dally Journal, Portland's new
and highly successful newspaper. It
will be observed that the whole soul
of the writer is In the little paragraph,
and that the uttarance |s bubbling over
with enthusinsm, This Is a striking
departure for a Portland newspapér,
and is important as showng that the
antiquated mossback spirlt heretofore
s0 geneéral in the metropolis is giving
awny to a broadminded policy having
for its attalnment advancement of the
interests of the entire state.

There are today perhaps half a mil-
lion people In Oregon—the estimatle
may be a trifle low. Astoria, with
14.000 or 15,000 population, is the second
city; Salem she third with 83000 or 0~
000, and Baker the fourth,
or §000. It can not be smald that any
natural cause Is responsible for the
fact that the state has not advanced
in all sections. Astoria is better locat-
ed by far than Portland, has vastly
greater natural resources, more water
and every otheér requisite to make it a
greéater city than Portland, yet this
city has but 15,000 people, while Port-
land has 100,600 or more. Portland en-
joyed the early advantage of ralliroad
assistance, and Astoria did not. There.
In lies the secret of Portland's great-
ness and Astoria's failure to attaln the
prominence which ber location should
give to her, The same statement may
correctly be applled to the other sec-
ond-cluss citles of the state, although
tione enjoys the unsurpasssd location !
of Astoria,

Having securad the carly advanlage
over the sther towns of the !llitl"!. Port-
land has industriously -triven to gather
to herself all of the enterprises of Ore-
gon and to strangle self-effort on the
part of her smaller neighbors Being
her mosat dangerous rival fur suprem-
acy, Astoria has recelved most of ber
attention.

Quite naturally the siate has suffered
because of Portland’'s narrow policy In
the past, and It s gratifylng 1o observe
that the old spirit of antagonism to the
other cltles of Oregon Is now bLeing
supplanted in the metropolls by a feel.
fng that all sections should be encour-
aged. It Is ridiculous for the people
of one city to think they can represent
the commercial interests of an entire
state. Salem and Pendleton should
make our flour; La Grande should man-
ufacture our sngar; Baker should pro-
duce most of our mineral wealth; As-
torln should furnish the salmon prod.
uct and most of the lumber, and, sit-
uited at the =en, should attend 1o most
of the shipping.
